' The Midnight Parade announced 
for the close of the service Saturday 
evening was also an event riot soon 
to be forgotten. 
The evening was 
clear and warm, and the line of 
march when fully formed extended 
the length of several squares. 
The 
Bedford Band and the Booser Chorus 
attracted large attention. At the cor- 
ner of Juliana and Pitt Streets the 
crowd, which numbered fully 2,000 
persons, came to a stand, and after 
one or two songs, led by the Sunshine 
Booster Chorus, Dr. Hamilton mount- 
ed in an automobile, made a brief 
address, 
completely capturing the 
large gathering by his earnest and 
forceful remarks. 
Sunday proved to be a great day. 
Headed by their superintendents and 
pastors, the Sunday Schools of the 
town proceeded in a body to the Tab- 
ernacle for a monster Sunday School 
rally at 10:30. In this service there 
were 84 decisions for Christ, includ- 
ing some older men and women, as 
well as the large number of boys and 
-girls. 
The women's meeting in the after- 
r\ noon was largely attended and result- 
' 
*ed in twelve decisions. 
The evening 
services brought together the largest 
gathering of the revival campaign, 
completely filling the Tabernacle. Dr. 
Hamilton's ser.mon upon "Eternity," 
•was considered "by many as 
the 
strongest and most eloquent sermon 
to which they had ever listened. In 
response to his earnest appeal twelve 
persons came forward to 
confess 
Christ and to begin the Christian life. 
Tuesday evening's sermon upon 
"The Sin of Dancing" was one of he 
sanest and strongest treatments of 
this subject that we have ever heard. 
Without any denunciation of individ- 
uals he arraigned the dance as an in-

herein lurks the danger, as Dr. Tal- 
mage has said, "you have no right, 
brother, or sister, to take an attitude 
to the sound of music that is unbe- 
coming" or Aunholy in the absence jof 
music. No "music can consecrate" thUt 
which God's law has cursed/' 
Somebody says, "the churches up- 
hold the dance." "-Yes, they uphold 
the dance just as I uphold a boil on 
my nose or a felon on my finger, they 
endure it. Every one of the churches, 
through 
their 
official 
bodies, 
or 
through their most brainy and schol- 
arly men have given us deliverances 
against the dance. The bishops and 
the 
archbishops 
of the ' Catholic 
Church in their annual meeting pass- 
ed the following: "We believe it our 
duty to warn our young people 
against those amusements which may 
easily become an occasion' to sin, and 
especially against dancing, which as 
at present carried on is against pro- 
priety and against morality." Bishop 
Hopkins of the Episcopal Church, 
says, "in the catalogue of innocent 
pleasures cannot be placed the dance 
of today. Its incongruity with strict 
Christian morals, its tendency to the 
love of dissipation are so manifest as 
to make it inconsistent with the cove- 
nant of baptism." 
The Presbyterian 
Synod held in St. Louis, Mo., in 1910, 
passed 
the 
following: 
"Dancing 
brings dishonor and reproach upon 
the religious profession, throws a 
stumbling block in the way of sin- 
ners, offends them that are weak, and 
grievously wounds the Savior in tne 
house of His friends. It is the most 
giddy, thoughtless, and fascinating of 
ail worldly pleasures, and if the 
Christian may not go all lengths with 
ungodly men in the pursuits which 
satan suggests, then he must stop 
far short of the ball room floor, eith- 
er in the social or public place of its 
practice." 


The Baptist .Cnurch in its national 
gathering said: 
"The, dance is not 
what it is by accident. It is bad and 
ungodly in its nature. It mingles the 
sexes in such closeness of personal 
contact as wotild not be allowed out- 
side the dance hall or home, and 
would be spurned in all respectable 
society. This institution we are sure 
was born in an unfriendly quarter 
and is designed to poison the human 
passions."

At 2:30 p. m. the newly elected di- 
rectors were sworn into office and at 
once proceeded to effect a permanent 
organization.

Little Talks on Health and Hygiene 


by Samuel G. Bixon, M. B. 


When the first cold snap comes 


down go the windows in homes and 
offices and whatever fresh air is ob- 
tained finds its way in when some- 
body opens the door to enter or de- 
part. 


Tf the heating arrangements are 


deemed insufficient they are often 
supplemented with oil heaters or gas 
stoves. In the vast majority of cases 
these have no flue connections and as 
they burn they exhaust the oxygen in 
the air with great rapidity. 
When 


the atmosphere in a room is devital- 
ized in this manner it becomes dan- 
gerously unfit to breathe as the life 
supporting qualities are exhausted. 


When gas stoves are used without 


ventilation there is danger from car- 
bon monoxide gas. This is an odor- 
less gas which also escapes from coal 
fire, one per cent, of which will kill a 
horse in two minutes. It is visible as 
the blue flame which burns over an- 
thracite coal after it is put on the 
fire. 
This gas will often permeate 


the entire house from the furnace in 
the cellar or from the kitchen range. 
The sulphurous gas which escapes 
with it is irritating to the olfactory 
organ and so usually gives warning. 


To guard against the escape of 


gases, fire doors and stove lids should 
not be opened or removed beyond 
the point where the flame of a match 
held close outside will be drawn in- 
ward. As long as the draft is up the 
chimney the gas will be carried with 
it. 


Unfortunately the majority of heat- 


ing systems are planned without pro- 
viding for ventilation. Direct steam 
and hot water plants which have this 
oernicious _fault of making no provi- 
sion for the admission of fresh air are 
responsible for much ill health 


More people die from the improper 


use of steam heat than freeze" to 
death.'

Federal Revenue Tax 


As for the tax on telephone mes- 


sages M. S. Enfield, Local Manager of 
the Central District Telephone Com- 
pany, when seen this morning, told 
how the Central District Telephone 
Company had prepared to collect the 
tax as directed by the Government. 


"The preparations for the collec- 


tion of the one cent tax on all mes- 
sages of 15 cents or over has been a 
big job for the telephone company," 
said Mr. Enfield. 
"A special piece of 


mechanism had to be devised and 
placed on many coin box telephones. 
This meant changing thousands of 
coin box telephones in. the system, a 
tremendous job in itself. The tax of 
one cent is to be inserted, as directed 
by the operator, in the quarter slot in 
the coin box by the person who sends 
the message. By means of a mechan- 
ical device, the tax payment will fall 
into a separate compartment in the 
coin box. 


"Special preparations for billing 


regular subscribers correctly for the 
tax to be imposed on their messages 
of 15 cents and over also had to be 
made. New collection routine had to 
be prepared and new systems of ac- 
counting worked out. The Telephone 
Company has advised all telephone 
users of the new law and the methods 
put into effect for collecting the tax. 
Notices giving full directions have 
been placed on all public telephones 
and the subscribers have been advised 
by means of a circular enclosed with 
their monthly bills. 
plains the method

charge for the tax and gives a digest 
of the law i elating to it. 


"This law applies not only to all 


messages on which the rate is 15 
cents or more per message, but also 
to all messages on which the total 
charge, including overtime, amounts 
to 15 cents or more. 
Thus, while a 


single call at the rate of five cents 
bears no tax, should the conversation 
be prolonged over a period which 
would make the aggregate charge 15 
cents or more, the tax of one cent is 
imposed. 


"All telephone bills rendered dur- 


ing the life of this law will include a 
toll service statement that will show 
those messages on which the tax is to 
be levied, together with the amount 
of such tax
